BRITAIN TAKING LEAD 

Slates Thai Chance» For 
Afndrid'n Capture Arc 
Slight 

Jn answering Iho question "The sec- 
ond World War. baa It beiriin?" al 
Slralhcon;i. Hall yesterday, Prof. King 
Gordon showed how fascism 1» receiv- 
ing a set-back in Europe, while demo- 
cracy Is gaining al this present time. 

Ho began by speaking about the 
events In Spain, which have come to 
Iho fore once more now that the Brit- 
ish Constitutional Crisis Is past. The 
chances tor Madrid's capture are now 
much smaller than they were at the | 
end of October, he feels this being due t. 
first, to the reorganization of the Loyal- 
ist forces, and second, to the fact th-it 
the aid sent by Russia Is counterbal- 
ancing the opposition of Germany and 
Italy. 

"A rebel victor:-," said Prof. Gordon, 
would iiavo been a great aid to fas- 
cism, but as It Is, tho way is open for 
non-fascist powers to. step In, Britain Is 
taking tho lead by strengthening thé 
non-intervention pact, and by asking 
tor arbitration.'' 

Britain and France are being drawJt 
closer together by the policy of Eden 
and Blum, but this does not necessarily 
mean that Britain is opposed to Gcr- 
many, lîlum's party Is growing strong- 
er day by day: this means a strong 
antl-fnsclst block. 

In Belgluui, too, fascism received a 
blow when the leader of an expédition 
against Brussels was arrested, and the 
pi'oject stopped. 

. Germany has taken advantage of 
Britain's recent troubles to ask tor the 
colonies which were taken from her by 
the Treaty ot Versailles; but Britain 
will not yield. Von RIbbentrop, the 
German ambassador to Britain, recent- 
ly made a speech In which ho support- 
ed tills ilemimd. Cries ot "Hear, hear" 
wero lienrd, but It Is highly probable 
that they came from the small Genitan 
circle In London. 

A block ot buffer stales on tho East 
— C'zeclio-Slovakla, Polniul, Roiimaiua,

100 at ffolf. Enviable ambitions? Yes. but dojs one 
need to so to college to have such aspirations? 

It is a formidable Indictment that 'the author 
has hurled al his clasamatcs, and, through thîm. at 
the graduates of colleges throughout the country, yet 
it appears justified. "Our destiny has not matched 
our aspirations, but this does not worry us. .More 
convicting than' our recorj^ is the agi-eeable :ompla. 
ccncy with which we are able today to survey that 
record — a body of contented college cows."

Creative Society 

"CRE.ITIVE SOCIETV", hy .lohn Mn:- 
Murr».v. Association Press, New yo:k, 
102 pp. 

'pUE first edition of this Interesting book appeared 
in September of 1033. 

Tht liîle, "Creative Society", i, one that leaves 
plenty of room for speculation as to the contents, 
but an examination convinces the reader thil; it Is 
the only one which aptly describes the main point 
of the book. Prof. John MacMurray, ot London, 
England, vis visiting in this part ot Canali last 
.SpHng, and presented personally many ot Itt Ideas 
contiined in this book in such a vivid and s-.;-;klnjr 
manner thai 10 tJiose who'met him all his books lake 
on an added significance. 

In Creati>^ .Society Alac.Murray presents » pro- 
found conception of the relationship between Christ- 
ianity and Communism, and coming to people at a 
time wl)en a part of the Church Is calling for a com- 
plete deniul of Communism and even union against 
It beyond the boundaries of the Churches themdalves, 
it presents material that shatters all aupei-flclal 
thinking, it startles the reador with the responsibili- 
ty that is his to appraise the yuestion objectively and 
10 1 cfute to tide for or against Communism or Chtist- 
ianity until lie knows what each means. 

To get to the root of the matter It is csscnUal for 

and 
man 

is a Christian or not when electing public otflclala 
chiefly because membership in a Christian eliurd) has 
t'cnerally not produced any marked difference In be- 
liaviour. 'J"he present vagueness of most Christian 
teaching has resulted in people defining It In terms 
either of the current morality or childhood meinorien, 
and St has left people unself-consclously pushed for- 
ward by basic economic factors winch have nut been 
understood or controlled. A* MocMurrdy points out, 
"If we cannot define our rjhrlstlanlty in such a way 
that St can determine for us a clear program ot ac; 
tlot through which we can claim (he future as our 
own and fight for Its possession, then we ou.alit to 
reject It completely and find another faith to fight 
for". 

Continuing to examine fundamentals, Macilurray 
goes on to discuss the nature of belief In (Jo'i. He 
makes the rather frefjucntly Ignored polnl tnat be- 
lief in God is incompatible with a belief in the ade- 
quacy und completeness of any particular Idd^ of 
God, There must be a great deal of humility 'n the 
tenure of an idea of . God, and it must be reco^glEed 
that atheism is frequently only the denial of m idea 
of God. This belief in God Is not wholly InteUMtual, 
but. iuihcr an attilude toward life which expresses 
Itself in action, as Jesus' parable of the sheâp and 
the goats so vividiy pictured. Belief In Qod involves 
the opposite attitude to fear, tliat la faith ur trust, 
and people ponessing this belief will live as pirt of 
the "whoIe of things" will believe that control of llio 
world Is in an irresistible but friendly power and bo- 
havo accordingly. Conimunl.'-in, MacMurruy b;lievca, 
has recaptured fomcthing of this old faith to live as 
a part of the whole of things— It opposes tholam on 
the ground that It is- completely wrong and Ins |)ro- 
duccd no "fruits" to Justify iUelf, Jesus himself rcc- 



it perfectly clear that contacting so close- 
ly the mass of humanitj- in the way that 
Modern Santa does, necessarily changes 
one's attitude towards him. Therefore, 
Q.E.D. Mr. Santa Claus must be consid- 
ered as a man — and men can stand, 
despite their vaunted superiority over 
Santa Clauses, only so much work, and 
only so much work is good for them. Only 
so much work is good for any departmen- 
tal store clerk, overtime pay or no over- 
time pay. It isn't, either, a question of 
option — options sometimes have too much 
of one side to them to suit the grand im- 
partial spirit of a Santa Claus. 

In short it is our considered opinion 
that one of these days the face and fig- 
ure of Santa Claus will be found adorning 
the serious self-absorbed pages of a self- 
conscious magazine 1 i ke the "New 
Masses" : and he, Santa Glaus, will be 
there simply and solely as a represei)ta- 
tion of an Overworked. Tffîs is something 
we are attempting to forestall, to nip in 
the bud. to cut short in its prime. It is 

.something to \yhich we glance at in pei; j ,he ciniVtian' ii'toô^wim hTs^^^^^^ 
turbatlOU, feeling as Ave do a shiver Ox involves. We usually do not consider whether a 
some premonition that whispers things of 
Santa Clauses who are Saivta Clauses in 
the future. 

But there is, indeed, another and 
very serious side to the whole issue. It 
is that to the Average Clerk, Santa Claus 
is an image of all that is w'orthwhile in 
this life, of all that remains of the gran- 
deur and beauty and innocence of child- 
hood, of all that is in antithesis to dust 
A n d a grime and crowds of milling people 
Wmx o'clock and factory whistles and 
cold death-like dawns and tired Iwdies. 
And should this Rememljrance of Things 
Past that lives again in Santa Claus fade 
— what then remains, not a remembrance, 
not some shadow of a resemblance? 
Nothing. And, forsooth, little enough is 
left to the.s€ people outside their natural 
buoyancy and humour — but how infin- 
itely tragic that with these they should 
be >vorked and worked and their talent 
for enjoyment of life and magnificent liv- 
ing boxed up to meet the demands of a 
Progressive Civilization. 

It is our fervent wish, then, that 
Santa Claus, symboliste, should not be 
placed in a position of compromise. It is 
vastly important that he should regain 
the glory of the world that he knew and 
occupy fully his right po-^ition. It is time 
that the remedy was produced, so that 
one could say "Jl y a quelque' chose de 
changé." 

But, alaf^, Poor Santa Claus, 9 a.m.- 
10 p.m., selling toys. And perhaps, even

This InleBintlng force la what Josus roforietl lo as 
"I.ovo" nnd Involves a iccoRiilllon timl Ood Is liovo 
and I hill if iiili.ul lip l onllzcd in I lip world.- 

One of the nioht potent timplers ot the book Is 
the one Hint deals with psoudo or false religion, n 
fnrin ot religion llml'cnn easily develop from either 
of tlio funclluiui mentlonod before. To llvo con.tt'inlly 
III fpar, controlled by Us noi;allvo force. Is what Jcan.-j 
.'poke of ns ctoinal dciilli, and It cnn l)o deiitrujcd in 
iwi way.i, both iichlnvcU IhroiiKh Ihn aid of reason, 
truth, und Illusion, Tho latter doinnnds ropre.wlon of 
all now knowledge nnd a doiiliil ot the fncin I4S bclng 
icnl, so thai llluslnnH of death being llfo nnd llfu be- 
ing death, of Immortnllty, etc., arc built up \o over- 
come the Iruth. Alac.Murray quolos the apt express- 
ion. "Salan himsolt n|>pcarolli as an'angel of li.iht", 
lo Illustrate tho polnl. 

Having given this bronU vIp.w ot riiiiRion a n d 
pointed out how easy It is lo tiim a prophoilo nnd 
rcnll.MIc rcllKlon into a lollslon or illti«lon, tlip book 
carries on with a study of the llclKfloii ot Jesus, The 
iinlqucneas of the Hebrew nation is lhat It hiw n re- 
llgloHs society and a religious history that aro Insep- 
arable. It was strikingly realistic, giving no place 
to otherworldly ideas and even puttlntj such a sug- 
gestion as the falsehood of the Tcullly of death In the 
mouth of the .Serpent, tho%mbol ot falsehood. TIfc 
Hebrew religion gave expression lo nn nctuul torn- 
munlly, nnd Josus expanded It und made It a uni- 
versal religion without losing concrotcne.ss. Vcl nio 
forms ot illusory application have existed in Bud- 
hism and .Mohainnicdanism— one a religion that di- 
vorced theory from practice, the other a religion that 
glorified material power alone as Uio basis ot society. 
The community that Jesus meant was based, upon 
peoples' common humanity, and ' "for religious 
thought to be real it must recognize the empirical 
facts and the truth thit Is denied by them." It Is 
bound up with economic factors, nnd It will be 
achieved by a process both ot growth and caUs- 
trophe, as Jesus so froqucntry po.inted out In .luch a 
parable as the ono about tho wheat and tho tares. 
Jesus allied himself with tho current Messianic 
hope.s of the people, but saw the need for icpontance 
or a complete revolution in thinking before it would 
be possible to realize any of them. Ho refused to be- 
come a nationalist leader, and In demanding spliltual 
regeneration necessarily lost many fdtlowors. Uo rec- 
ognized that social progress is dialectical, and that 
consequently he must center his efforts upon dev- 
eloping a band of disciples to carry on utter his death. 

A chapter on the meaning ot Ihe eternal and the 
temporol presents a great deal more stimulatinij ma- 
terlal. .Mnc.Murray believes that Communism omits 
the religious ospcct of human life, the aspect ot tho 
eternal In the sense that true community Is not yet 
achieved, nnd yet Is Itself real only for the people 
experiencing the actual development. W aro motiv- 
ated by hunger and love motives. Tjie fonnor pro- 
ducing basic cooperation, the latter ftiakln^- it pos- 
sible to experience our c.vsontlal mutuality, which Is 
the eternal aspcil of community. The love motives 
demand and make possible a life that Is «1 onco. 
spontaneous and free from fonr, ami crcatlvi' and 
progressive, subjecting Institutions nnd npwcr Itself lo 
the realization of life. If cerlnin forms ot ChrUjtlnnlty 
have deified the love motives and divorced them from 
reality, Marx Is. guilty ot deifying the hunger mo- 
Uvea. 

The dlHlecllcal process of hlstoiy continues 
through and In spite of all niovpnieiiln for or airalnst 
11, und even tho o|•,^•anii'.cd cimrcli must lealho thut 
It too has l»;r;n .md l.s .sulijoct lo this pi'ocess. The 
dlulcif c ot Chris(lunliy has been tho conflict between 
false and Iriia religion, and It found Its cxprpsslon In 
the social struggles of Europe, sinco European so. 
clety has always been I's.senilnlly Chrlutliin in some 
form or ollinr. Iteiil Chri.itlaiilly is not Incomimliblo 
with true Communism. Il Is grenlnr.Uinn the latter 
which Is the negative clomoni of IhollllalocUu which 
mmt be prosent nnd not omIUed— It niiust be present 
In the snmo way that llio fenr nf death must lemuln 
oven when l.tjve lin.s ovi^n ome mid Incliidud li, for to 
deny death is to dpny ii|| huiiiiin Intelllgenco that 
reveals It to us, iiiul which niiikca love itself po.i- 
sible. AIncMurray believes that Communism la u dl- 
rect flevelopmenl from Iho false forms of Chr!:ttianlly 
that never properly nndoriitnod what Jesus meant, 
yet he feels Hint Communlsni involves some suriouu 
mistakes. He \s Intllned to ngreu with It with "res- 
ervations". Ha feels lhat It makes an Incomplete 
analysis of porsonaiily und ihe nature of religion. Yn 
as he closes his book you cannot help seeing the deep 
significance of what he la saying, and each one's 
responsibility to recognize us bii>;li Iho faluo uccusa- 
tlons that « capllnllst socluly levels nyiiiiibt lliisbia o( 
loiiay, blissfully Ignorant thai such ImiUa na exploit- 
aUon of labor, of the sexes in munjaue, anil Ihe In- 
Éomplctoness of democracy exist in their worst rorni:^, 
at home. Al| students Interested in tho teachings and 
lives of these two great mon, Jesus nnd Alarx, will 
find John MacMuriny'.'i luinli a hlinrp btlniuhiiii iivtn 
if It Is vci-y deep and difficult raadiiis lhi> fli.a llnitt 
through. It Is prautiail ilirou;lioiil, never nu.^|«i~iing 
lo rotate Ihe Ihoorics lo practice, and he closes by 
giving the advice to all who Ihink tl)ey are Ohrislians 
that Ihclr Job Is not In attack Coinmiinisni b ii t 
ps«uda-rcllglon. He hclluvcj that IJio religion of Jciiiiii 
.n its i.ur, loim i.i the most luofound and 'nlpflu.Mc 
solution 01' social jiijf^QBi, . aati because of '.jit es-
